Australian Ballot in Town Elections, 


ACTS AND RESOLVES, 1890; CHAP, 386, 
Be it enacted, etc.,as follows: 

SECTION 1. In any town which, at 
a meeting duly called for the purpose, 
shall-aceept the provisions of this act, 
elections of town officers shall there- 
after be held as herein provided, 

SECTION 2, When any town accepts 
the provisions of this act it shall at the 
same meeting determine what officers, 
if any, not required by law, to be cho- 
sen by ballot shall be soe chosen, also 
the number and terms of such offices; 
and for this purpose. may accept any 
existing act providing asystem or man- 
‘nér of electing atiy town officers. All 
such matters shall be notified in the 
warrant for such meeting. No change 
shall be thereafter made in the officers 
to be chosen by ballot or in the num- 
ber of terms thereof except at a meet- 
ing held at least thirty days before any 
annual town election, 

SecTion 3, All warrants for town 
meetings for. the election of officers as 
herein previded shall specify the time 
‘of opening the polls and the time when 
the same may be closed; but the” polls 
shall be kept open at least four hours. 

Section}4. Nominations of candi- 
dates may be made ‘by*caucus, or by 
nomination papers signed in the aggre- 
gate’ for each candidate by qualified 
‘voters of such town not less in num- 
ber than one for‘every fifty voters who 


were registered. for the last preceding 


‘state election in such town; but the 
voters so signing Shall in no case be 
less than: twenty’ in number... Each 
voter signing a nomination paper shall 
add to his signature his place of resi- 
‘dence with -the street and number 
thereof, if any; and each voter may 
subscribe to as many nominations for 
each office-as there are pefsons to be 
elected thereto, and no more. Women 
‘qualified to vote for members of the 
school committee may sign nomination 
papers for candidates for the school 
committee. : 

SECTION 5. All certificates of caucus 
shall be signed by-the presiding officer 
and secretary of the caucus. Such cer- 
tificate and nomination papers shall, 
besides containing the names of candi- 
dates, spécify as to cach candidate the 
office for which he is nominated, and 
his place of residence, with street and 
number thereon, if any, and may in- 
clude a designation of such candidacy, 
expressed in not more than ,three 
words: ' 

SECTION 6. Certificates of nomina- 
tion shall be filed with the town clerk 
at least eight days ‘previous to the day 
of the election, and nomination papers 
shall be so filed at least: six days pre- 
vious to the day of election. The. cer- 
tificates of nomination and nomination 
papers being so filed,.and being in ap- 
parent conformity with the provisions 
of this act, shall be deemed to be valid 
unless objection thereto is duly made 
in writing. Such objections or ques- 
tions arising in the case of nominations 
Shall be considered by the board of 
‘registrars of voters, and the decision of 
a majority of the board shall be final. 
In case such objection is made, notice 
shall forthwith be delivered to the can- 
didates affected thereby. All certifi- 
cates of nomination and nomination 
papers when filed shall be open under 
proper regirgtions to public inspection, 
and the town clerk shall preserve the 
same in his office not. less than one 
year, 

Section: 7. All ballots for use in 
such ‘elections shall be prepared by the 
town clerk. —Eyery general ballot or 
ballot intended for the use of all male 
voters, which shall be printed in ac- 


cordance with the provisions of this 
act, shall contain the names of all can- 
didates whose nominations for any of- 


fices specified in the ballot have been 


duly made; and shall contain no other 
names, The names of candidates for 
each office shall be arranged under the 
designation of the office in alphabetical 
order according to surnames. There 
shall be left at the: end of the list of 
candidates for each different office as 
many blank spaces as there are persons 
to be elected to such-office, in which 
the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for 
whom he desires to vote as candidate 
for such office. Whenever any ques- 
tion is submitted to the vote of the 
people of a town, in accordance with a 
statute providing for such submission, 
such question shall be printed upon the 
ballot after the list of candidates. 
Special~ballots containing only the 


names of candidates for the school, 


committee shall also be prepared .in 
like manner and printed for the use of 
women qualitied according to law to 
vote for members of the school com- 
mitte. The ballots shall be so printed 
as to give to each voter a clear ‘oppor- 
tunity to designate, by a cross mark 
{[X] in a square at the right of the 
name and designation. of each candi- 
date, his choice of candidates and_ his 
answer to the questions submitted; and 
on thé bullot niay be printed such 
words as will aid the voter to du this, 
‘-vote for one,’”’ ‘‘vote for three,’’ 
‘*yes,’’ ‘*‘no,’? and the like. Before 
distribution, the ballots shall be so 
folded in marked creases as to méasure 
when folded not less than four and 
one-half nor more ‘than five inches. in 
width and not less than six nor more 
than thirteen and oneshalf inches in 
length. On the back and outside, when 
folded, shall be printed “Official Bal- 
lot for the Town of=—"; and the date 
of the election, and the signature or 
fac-similie of the signature of the town 
clerk. The special ballots printed for 
the use of women qualified to vote for 
school committee shall.contain the ad- 
ditional endorsement that they are for 
such use only, and shall be on tinted 
paper but of a different tint from that 
of specimen ballots, 

Section 8, <All ballots when printed 
shall be folded as hereinbefore pro- 
vided and fastened together in conven- 
ient numbers in packages, books or 
blocks, in such manner that each—bal- 
lot may be detached and removed sep- 
arately.. A record of the number ot 
ballots printed and furnished shall be 
kept and preserved by the town clerk. 

SEcSION 9. There shall be provided 
in each town a set of such general bal- 
lots, of not less than seventy-five for 
every fifty and fraction \of_ fifty regis- 
tered male voters therein; and _ like- 
wise a set of such special ballots, of 


| not less than seventy-five for every 


fifty and fraction of fifty women quali- 
fied to vote for school committee there- 
in, 

SEcTION 10. The town clerk shall 
provide full instructions for the guid- 
ance-of -yoters-avsuch.-elections,-as--to 
obtaining ballots, as to the manner of 
marking them, and the method of ob- 
taining assistance, and as to obtaining 
new ballots in place of those acciden- 
tally spoiled; and shall cause the same, 
together with copies of sections twenty- 
seven, twenty-eight, twenty-nine and 
thirty of chapter four hundred ‘and 
thirteen of the acts of the year eigh- 


teen hundred and eighty-nine, and-_any. 


amendments. theréef, to be printed in 
large, clear type, on separate cards, to 
be called éards of instructions. He 
shall also cause to be printed on tinted 
paper, and without the endorsements, 
ten or more copies of the form of the 
ballot provided for such election,which 
shall be called specimen ballots, and 
shall be furnished with the other bal- 
Idts provided for. 

SECTION 11. - At least four days prior 
to the day of the election, the town 
clerk shall cause to be conspicuously 
posted in one or more public places a 
printed list ¢ontaining the names and 
residences of all candidates to be voted 
for in such town, and any designation 
as provided in section five, substan- 
tially in the form of the general ballot 
to be so used therein. 

SEcTION 12, The ballots, together 
with the specimen ballots and cards of 
instructions printed by the town, clerk 
us herein provided, shall be packed . by 


him in sealed packages, with marks on | 


the. outside designating the number of 
ballots of each kind enclosed. 
SECTION 13. Before the opening of 


the polls the selectmen shall appoint. 


two ballot clerks and in case of vacan- 
cies after the opening of the polls, the 
moderato shall fill the same. The 
ballot clerks shall have charge of the 
ballots and shall .furnish them to the 
voters in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Section I4. The town clerk shall, 
before the opening of the polls on the 
day of election, déliver the ballots to 
the ball ¢elerks, who shall receipt 
therefor, which receipt shall be-kept in 
the clerk’s office. Before the opening 
of the polls the town clerk shall cause 
the. cards of instructions to be posted 
at or in each voting shelf or conipart- 
ment provided for the marking of “the 
ballots, and not less than three such 


~ ge 


cards and not less than five specimen 
ballots to be posted in about the poll- 
ing'room, outside the guard rails. No 
ballots prepared under this act shall be 
delivered to voters until a moderator 
has been chosen in the manner now 
provided by law. A duplicate list of 
the qualified voters shall be prepared 
for the use‘of ballot clerks, and all the 
provisions of law relative to ‘the prepa- 
ration, furnishing use and preservation 
of check-lists shall apply to such dupli- 
cate lists. _ i 

SECTION 15, Except as herein pro- 
vided, the election shall be conducted 
as now provided by law, In case of 
failure to elect any: officers to be chosen 
as herein provided, the meeting shall 
be adjourned to a day certain, when 
sich officers shall be chosen as herein 
provided. 

SECTION 16. Sections twenty-one, 
twenty-two, twenty-three, twenty-four, 
twenty-five, twenty-six, twenty-seven, 


twenty-eight, twenty-nine and: thirty 
‘of chapter four hundred and thirteen 


of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 


dred and eighty-nine, and any amend-’

Help for Public Schools in Rural 
Towns. 


The folowing article from the pen of 
Principal Bancroft of Phillips Acad- 


emy appeared in the Boston Journal of. 


Education: 


The schools in cities and growing 
towns are constantly improving, and 
education on the whole is going steadily 
forward. But some of our small towns 
have been only partially reacned by the: 
great educational improvements of the 
last fifty. years.--Many of them -are 
growing smaller, and a few are grow: 
ing poorer. The currents of business 
and of population flow from them or 
past them. In former years they have 
sent out some of our best men and 
women, and they will do so. hereafter 
if they can hold their own and have a 
fair share of the advantages of more 
favored communities. They are often 
willing to tax themselves heroically-to 
maintain and improve their schools, in 
order to give their children the best 
opportunities possible. But in spite of 
the,best they can do the school year 
must be sherter, the teaching and 
equipment generally inferior, and the 
stimulus from the superior instruction 
less immediate and helpful than in the 
larger and stronger towns.- The de- 
voted and self-denying teachers are 
sometinres paid lees than the wages of 
house-servants, and the ‘whole pros- 
pect is discouraging, 

Our public schools are supported by 
three contributory interests;=the local 
tax, state aid, and various persenal 
contributions. Strictly private schools 
depend entirely on the latter source; 
our colleges and academies on the sec- 


ond and third; our public schools on° 


all combined, the proportions of each 
varying in every case....The voluntary. 


‘local tax in rural towns is often ‘three 


or four times as large as in the more 
populous and wealthy places. This is 
the evidence of the appreciation by the 
people of their public schouls. By a 
wise provision of recent Massachusetts 
legislation the poorer towns receive a 
considerable grant from the state treas- 
ury forschool purposes. 
case the ‘private contributions-are the 
chief factor. The parents and the chil- 
dren-support public education. The 
children remain in school long after 
the law permits them te witha ede 
to-begin- wage-parning. Ridicule has 
made us familiar with the old plan of 
“barding the teicher ’round,” in order 


to lengthen the school .at_ private ex-- 


pense.. The parents are eager to give 
their children a chance, 
not only a gift but a sacrifice. 


We have become familiar, happily, 


with.the charity which endows the sec- 
ondary, schools and colleges, but en- 
dowments for the support of elemen- 


tary instruction are not frequent and® 


fashionable among us as yet. Here 
there is hope for our feeble and declin- 
ing towns. Academies, colleges,. and 
technical ~schools, are constanily re- 
ceiving large donations, and the turn 
of the country schools has come. Men 
who have gone out from our rural com- 
munities and been successful are build- 
ing town hails and \publi¢ libraries, 
beautiful churches and sometimes 
costly, summer residences in- their 
native towns. The neglected church- 
yards are restored and beautified. The 
life and prosperity of the small towns 
are revived by these grateful offerings. 
But in many cases a more useful 
though less conspicuous gift to, one’s 
native town would be a fund to im- 
prove the languishing public schools. 
A high school, a soldiers’ monument, 
a park, a parsonage, may be useful and, 
timely, but-the common schools are at, 


least’ equally deserving of the aid of] 


those who received their first impulse 
toward success as pupils in them. 

In 1802 Lieut.-Goy. Samuel. Phillips 
left an endowment for various benévo- 
lent purposes, one of them being the

young women siclaved as teachers in 
them. The fund is an accumulating 
one, and in the progress of time will be 
a very considerable one. Doubtless 
similar gifts hive been made elsewhere. 
They can be guarded in Such a way 
that they will not release the town and 
the state from doing their full share, 
but. on_the other hand call forth more 
generous appropriations, civic and per- 


sonal, ‘The liberality which has in so}: 


many cases built’ beautiful structures 
may be interested to provide other ap- 
pliances, and above all sufficient and 
competent instruction. We have seen 
great gifts for public secondary instruc- 
tion in Cambridge, Fall River, Winch- 
endon, Andover, ‘Newburyport, and 
other prosperous towns and _ cities, 


| What is needed in our smaller towns 
is private munificence expending “tself |- 


on primary. education, rescuing the 
rural communities from the disadvan- 
tage in which they are placed by the

It having been reported in a pretty 
general manner that the death of the 
children of Mr. W. W. Cropley resulted 
from diphtheria, the following communi- 
cation will set at. vaught this erroneous 
idea: '

DEAR MADAM:—I am willing to state 
most positively that. your children did not 
have diphtheria, In the first attack it 
was ‘follicular tonsillitis.”” Death re- 
sulted from membraneous croup. Croup 
often follows diphtheria and causes 
death; but these were not cases of diph- 
theria in the beginning nor in the ending, 
| have had several cases of follicular ton- 
sillitis here during the last four weeks. 
Happily, none of them have taken on the 
eroupous form, 

Now, a word for myself. During the 
last 28 years I have treated nearly, or 
quite 2,000 cases of diphtheria. I have 
seen it in all its forms, and do not think 
myself egotistical in presuming to know 
something about it. I could have no 
motive in giving you a wrong “statement 
of the case,

tion, the firm having assigned to Hon. 
Jonathan A. Lane of the firm of Allen, 
Lane & Co., and Charles H. Allen, presi- 
dent of the Central National bank. The 
liabilities will be very heavy. The firm 
consists of Charles V. Whitten, Horatio 
8S. Bardett, Amos 8, Young, Jules M. 
Burns and James Rankin. 

The house is rated in Bradstreet at 
$500,000 to $1,000,000, At the .time of the 
Potter-Lovell failure the liabilities were 
stated to he about $700,000, and the assets 
nearly $1,000,000, It was generally ex- 
pected that they would fail then, as their 
paper had been placed wholly through 
Potter, Lovell & Co. 

Besides the tightness in the money 
market, the comparatively mild weather 
the last two winters is supposed to have 
greatly affected the business of the firm, 
and contributed to the crash. 

The house has for the last quarter of a 
century stood asone of the foremost in the 
city. The firm has had a large trade, 
both throughout New England and the 
west; it manufactured both the lower- 
price goods and those of a better quality, 
and the clothing made by the firm had a 
high standin g in the trade. 

The firm has for the ‘last few years con- 
ducted the retail clothing store at 700 
Washington street, known as the Com- 
monwealth clothing house, the Greely 
wardrobe at Hartford, and a re 
tail store at. Worcester. These stores 
were all supplied from the workrooms 
connected with the wholesale store. The 
failure will be very generally and deeply 
regretted. : ;

Ex-Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts 
Passes Away at Springfield. 
SPRINGFIELD, Maas., Dec. 10.—Kliphalet 
Trask, ove of the conspicious figures in 
Springfield, and lieutenant-governor of the 
state with Gen. Banks in 1858, 1859 and 
1860 died last nigbs was born in 
Mouson, Jan. 8, 1806, end moved to this 
city in 1834, starting in the foundry busi- 
ness, He entered public life as selectman 
ofthe old town, was elected alderman 
when the city charter took effect. in 1852, 
and was continuously re-elected until 
1854, when he was chosen mayor. His ad- 
ministration was notable for the suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic, and the comple- 
tion of city hall, He serve! in the legis- 
lature in 1856, 1857 and 1862, and was 
alderman again in 1870. 


He was a personal friend of Governor, 


Andrew, and was much interested in re- 
cruiting and equipping regiments for the 
war, He was one of the founders 
of St. Paul’s Universalist church, and ‘at 
one time owned the meeting house entire. 
He was a Mason and one of the oldest 
members of Hampder lodge of O:ld Fel- 
lows. Politically he began as a Federalist, 
was they a Whig, No Nothing, Republi- 
can and Prohibitionists, and in late years 
had repeatedly been the third party nom- 
inee for mayor of the city. His married 
life had been a happy one. Ruby Squier, 
whom he married at Monsoz in 1829, lived 
to celebrate the 6lst anniversary with 
him. She died Nov. 26, less than two 
weeks ago. They have six children, nine- 
teen grandchildren and four great-grand- 
children.

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AGED INDIANS, 


Remarkable Voagevity of the Natives of 


Southern California. 

The early inhabitants of southern 
California, according to the statement 
of Mr. H. H. Bancroft and other re- 
ports, were found to be living in. Spar- 
tan conditions as to temperance and 
training, and in a highly moral condi- 
tion, in consequence of which they had 
uncommon physical endurance and 
contempt for luxury. This training in 
abstinence and hardthip, with temper- 
ance in diet, combined with the climate 
to produce the astonishing longevity 
to be found here. Contrary to the 
customs of most other tribes of Indians, 
their aged were the care of! the com- 
munity. 

‘Dr. W. A. Winder, of San Diego, is 


quoted as saying that in a visit to El 


Cajon valley some thirty years ago he 
was taken to a house in which the aged 
persons were cared for. .There were 
half a dozen who had reached an’ ex- 
treme age. Some were unable to move, 
their bony fraines being seemingly an- 
chylosed. They were old, wrinkled and 
blear eyed; their skins were hanging 
in leathery folds about ‘their withered 
limbs. Some had hair as white as 
snow, and had seen some seven score 
‘of years; others, still able to. crawl, 
but so aged as to be unable to stand, 
went slowly about on their hands and 
knees, their limbs . being attenuated 


‘and withered. Thé organs of special 


sense had in many nearly lost all activ- 
ity some generations back. Some had 
lost the use of their limbs for more than 
a decade or a generation, but the or- 
gans of life and the ‘‘great sympa- 
thetic” still kept up their automatic 
functions, not recognizing the fact and 
surprisingly indifferent to it that the 
rest- of the body had ceased-to be of 
any use a generation or more in the 
past. 

_- Dr. Palmer has a Photograph of a 
squaw whom he estimates to be 126 
years old. When he visited her he 
\@aw her put six watermelons in a 
blanket, tie it up and carry it on her 
back for two miles. He is familiar 
with Indian customs and history, and 
a careful cross examination convinced 
him that her information of old cus- 
toms was not obtained by tradition.

Overeating is as bad as undereating, 
and often acts more promptly. . All the 
organs, especially those that eliminate 
the waste, are overworked and weak- 
ened. Poisonous wasté is retained in 
the-circulating fluid: Any overindal- 
gence wastes the nerve’ elements faster 
than they can be supplied, and nerve 
force is behind the normal working of 
every organ. 

Worry and care have a like effect, 
not only rapidly using up nerve force, 
but also weakening the organs that 
elaborate it. Fear, also, is a great 
vital depressant, and_ by itself often in- 
duces a fatal susceptibility to epidemic 
diseases, ‘Temporary and yet fatal 
susceptibility may be caused by fatigue. 
Eight white rats, having been subjected 
to exhausting exercise for several days, 
were inoculated: with an attenuated 
poison. Four others in a normal con- 
dition-were similarly inoculated: All 
four of the second series survived, 
while seven of the first series died.— 
Youth's Companion. ,

A Runaway isoident Attended with iy 


Fatal Results. 


Early Saturday morning Mr. Harlowe 
E. Mead, one of our thrifty and prosper- 
ous farmers, met with a frightful accident 
which has since terminated fatally. He 
was driving on the air-line road toward 
Lawrence, where he was to deliver milk 
to customers, when a short distance be- 
low Railroad Street, one of the bolts 
securing the shaft to the sleigh broke, 
letting one end of the shaft fall upon the 
horse's heels; this badly “trightewed” the 
animal and he darted away, becoming 
unmanageable, After crossing the Shaw- 
sheen bridge Mr. Mead essayed to check 
the horse by running him into the trees 
and undergrowth along the side of the 
road, and in so doing he was thrown 
from the sleigh against a tree striking 
his chest with terrific force; the concus- 
sion injured his spine, completely par- 
alyzing his lower limbs, The horse, 
freeing himself from the sleigh, turned 
and started for home: The farmhand, 


who-—was-following—a-short-distance.be-- 


hind with another load of milk, saw the 
animal coming and securing him, sought 
after Mr. Mead whom he found in a help- 
less condition. Aid was sought and the 
injured one removed to the house of Mr. 
Glennie where he was cared for until the 
arrival of medical aid. It was. then 
thought best to send the patient tothe 
City Hospital, Lawrence; accordingly the 
ambulance was called. 
ing he appeared to be somewhat. better 
and the physicians were encouraged; a 
little later a reaction came, and he died 
suddenly about $) o'clock, 

Mr. Mead was born in Swanton, Frank- 
lin, Co. Vt., nearly 60 yeafs ago, and fol- 
lowed the pursuit of a farmer as did his 
ancestors before him, After a residence 
of about thirty years in Swanton, he 
spent. fourteen. years in Hardwick, and 
also lived for a time in Sheldon, Vt. 
Seven years since he purchased the Chas. 
Foster homestead, tg which he removed 
with his familys He. was’ respected for 
being strictly honest, conscientious, and 
a man of excellent habits. A widow and 
two children, Mrs. 8. C, Rea and a son, 
Harlowe E., survive him. He leaves also 
one brother-in Swanton and_five others 
in the West, all of whom are well-to-do 
farmers. This sudden death is a severe 
shock to the family and also to his many 
friends.
